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The  injury-riddled  Spartans  had  an  extremely  disappointing  year  in  1970,  but  with  the  talent  and  veterans  returning  next 
year,  they  should  be  close  to  the  top  of  the  conference,  if  not  on  the  top. 

The  year  opened  with  a 17—14  loss  to  St.  Procopius,  a team  which  went  on  to  lose  only  one  game  in  the  season.  The 
next  game,  the  conference  opener,  was  won  by  the  Spartans,  14 — 7,  over  a surprisingly  tough  Buena  Vista  team.  With  their 
backs  to  the  wall,  the  Spartan  defense  saved  the  game  with  a tremendous  goal  line  stand. 

The  next  week,  the  Spartans  travelled  to  Decorah,  Iowa  to  face  the  champions  to  be  of  the  Iowa  conference,  Luther 
College.  After  a disappointing  first  half,  when  the  Norsemen  scored  28  points,  the  Dubuque  team  came  out  and  held  them 
scoreless  in  the  second  half,  while  scoring  7 points,  and  being  stopped  on  three  more  occasions  inside  the  Norse  twenty  yard 
line. 

The  following  week,  the  Upper  Iowa  Peacocks  came  to  Dubuque  only  to  be  defeated  21  — 19.  The  Spartan  defense 
again  came  through  with  a blocked  field  goal  in  the  final  minutes  of  the  game.  Two  of  the  three  scores  were  set  up  by  long 
passes  from  Jon  Zoffka  to  Bruce  Minemier. 

At  Oskaloosa  the  next  week,  the  Spartans  faced  as  tough  and  physical  a team  as  they  went  up  against  all  year,  the  na- 
tionally ranked  William  Penn  Statesmen.  This  was  where  the  injury  problems  started  for  the  Spartans,  with  the  losses  of 
Jerry  Burke,  offensive  back;  Roger  Rohwedder,  offensive  tackle,  and  quarterback,  Jon  Zoffka  was  on  the  injured  list  for 
three  weeks  after.  The  outcome  of  the  game  was  William  Penn  41  Dubuque  6. 

At  Homecoming,  the  Spartans  lost  a 13 — 12  heart-breaker  to  the  Wartburg  Knights.  In  this  game,  Dick  Mullen,  start- 
ing offensive  guard  was  lost  for  the  season  with  a broken  ankle. 

From  there,  an  injury  weakened  Spartan  team,  with  a rebuilt  offensive  unit  travelled  to  Indianola,  Iowa  to  face  an- 
other nationally  ranked  team,  still  in  contention  for  the  conference  championship,  the  Simpson  Redmen.  Again  the  Spar- 
tans suffered  a setback  on  the  muddy  Simpson  field  with  Redmen  quarterback  Joe  Blake  leading  his  team  to  a 28 — 0 vic- 
tory over  the  hapless  Blue  Machine. 

The  last  home  game  of  the  season  was  with  the  Central  Dutchmen,  one  of  the  toughest  defensive  clubs  in  the  con- 
ference, second  only  to  Luther,  led  by  All-American  defensive  end  Vern  DenHerder.  The  Spartans  fought  hard  the  first  half 
and  went  to  the  locker  room  trailing  13 — 7.  In  the  second  half,  the  inspired  Dutchmen  team  went  on  to  defeat  the  Spartans 
40 — 7,  scoring  20  points  in  the  final  five  minutes  of  the  contest.  Offensive  tackle,  Bob  Fechisin  was  sidelined  for  the  remain- 
ing game  with  St.  Norbert,  along  with  All-Conference  stand-out,  Steve  Nash,  who  was  out  with  a head  injury.  St.  Norberts 
won  the  game  62 — 0,  capping  off  the  season  for  the  injured  Blue  Machine. 

Bright  spots  in  the  season  included  the  performance  of  offensive  back  Earl  Crutchfield,  who  turned  in  at  least  three 
long  touchdown  runs,  including  the  longest  run  in  the  conference,  an  80  yard  touchdown  run  against  William  Penn. 

The  Spartans  also  found  a quarterback  in  Jon  Zoffka,  who  proved  he  could  move  the  team  against  Luther,  the  strongest 
defensive  club  in  the  conference. 

Gary  Giesler  also  turned  in  brilliant  performances  with  strong,  hard  running  at  the  fullback  positon. 

Looking  to  next  year,  the  Spartans  have  all  but  the  eight  graduating  seniors  back,  and  things  could  be  looking  up  for 
the  University  of  Dubuque  gridders.  Next  year  could  very  well  be  the  year  of  the  “Big  Blue  Machine”.

The  Spartan  Harriers  finished  out  their  dual  season  with  a record  of  5 — 3 but,  this  is  no  indication  of  the  potential  that 
the  team  possessed.  Loras,  Platteville,  and  Wartburg  were  the  three  teams  to  hand  Dubuque  its  losses  and  all  with  the 
strongest  teams  each  has  had  in  years. 

Running  this  year  with  only  one  Senior  on  the  team,  Captain  Dave  Horstmann,  the  team  revealed  a young  and  strong 
nucleus  for  next  year.  Sophomores  Tom  Cummings  and  Bill  Dodd,  and  Freshman  Fred  Schafer,  George  Eklund,  Clay 
Schafer  and  Dan  Hayes,  will  supply  the  impetus  for  the  next  years  squad.  Although  the  squad  will  be  losing  a tremendous 
asset  with  the  graduation  of  Dave  Horstmann,  they  are  hopeful  in  acquiring  someone  next  year  with  equal  or  better  talent 
to  aid  them  in  their  pursuit  of  the  Conference  Championship. 

The  Spartan  thin  clads  participated  in  four  major  meets  during  the  season,  three  invitationals  and  Conference.  Pro- 
gressing in  the  standings,  as  the  season  went  on  the  harriers  placed  ninth  in  the  Wheaton  Invitational,  sixth  in  the  Les 
Duke  Invitational,  and  second  in  the  Coe  Invitational.  Although  the  team  didn’t  produce  an  exceptional  runner,  they  had  to 
rely  mostly  upon  their  depth  and  balance. 

This  depth  and  balance  was  brought  out  in  the  Conference  meet  where  the  harriers  placed  ninth,  eleventh,  twelfth,  six- 
teenth and  twenty-first  for  a total  of  sixty-nine  points.  The  Spartans  finished  third  in  the  meet  behind  Wartburg  and 
Luther,  respectively. 

The  Spartans  have  high  hopes  for  next  year  with  its  young  nucleus.  With  the  acquisition  of  some  spirited  talent  to  round- 
out  the  team,  the  Harriers  may  prove  to  be  very  powerful  in  conference  competition.

Currently,  the  Spartans  are  tied  for  first  place 
with  a 4 — 2 record  and  an  8 — 7 record  over-all.  Coach  Davison  has  only  two  lettermen  back  from  last  year’s  squad: 
Steve  Foley,  and  Gary  Peckham.  However,  juniors  and  sophomores  have  filled  the  gaps  very  well.  Junior  Steve  Foley, 
and  Senior  Captain  Gary  Peckham  have  been  helped  out  by  two  transfer  students:  juniors  Pat  Melloy  and  Bill  Redmond. 
Both  have  been  the  leading  scorers  in  games  up  to  date.  Melloy  is  currently  fourth  in  the  Iowa  Conference  scoring  race 
with  a 19.6  average  and  Redmond  sports  a 13.9  average.  Right  behind  Redmond  is  sophomore  Jim  West,  who  carries  a 
13.5  average.  Also  contributing  greatly  to  the  team  have  been  Ken  “Sip”  Sipiora,  Bob  Vossel,  Denny  Countrymen  and 
Jon  West. 

The  Spartans  started  out  the  season  in  great  fashion  with  convincing  victories  over  North  Park  (79 — 68)  and  North- 
eastern (108 — 73).  Next,  the  handscourt  crowd  lost  a close  one  to  conference  co-leader,  Upper  Iowa  by  an  83 — 82  count 
and  a squeaker  to  St.  Ambrose,  72 — 71.  In  the  Christmas  Tourney,  the  Spartans  scored  a convincing  victory  over 
Winona  State,  88 — 60,  but  lost  in  the  championship  game  to  a tough  Ball  State,  95 — 70.  In  conference  action,  the 
Spartans  rolled  over  Luther,  87 — 72,  and  last  year’s  Iowa  conference  champions,  Wartburg,  by  75 — 69.  The  team  also 
defeated  Simpson  (73 — 71)  and  Buena  Vista  (65 — 61)  before  losing  to  Briar  Cliff,  96 — 79,  in  a non-conference  game. 
Platteville  was  the  next  Spartan  victim,  losing  a close  one  to  the  Spartans  in  overtime,  86 — 84  as  Pat  Melloy  stole  the 
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ball  and  went  in  for  the  lay-up  and  Bill  “Bogey”  Redmond  added  two  free  throws  for  the  clincher.  The  next  week,  the 
Spartans  went  to  Upper  Iowa  where  they  lost  85 — 76. 

As  the  Key  goes  to  press,  the  Spartans  are  in  a four  way  tie  for  first  place  with  Upper  Iowa,  William  Penn,  and 
Wartburg.  With  a young  team  (only  one  senior),  the  Spartans  will  be  near  the  top  and  are  looking  for  greater  things  to 
come  next  year.

Head  Coach  Don  Hayes,  his  first  year  at  the  helm,  had  five  returning  letterman  from  last  year’s  quad.  They  are:  Tri- 
Captains  Bill  Whitehead,  Ed  Hendrix,  and  Mike  Reid,  plus  Jim  Furland  and  Chuck  Knutsen. 

Whitehead,  a 126  pound  senior,  has  thus  far  rolled  up  a season’s  record  of  1 1 —2,  plus  a first  in  the  Dubuque  Tourney. 
His  record  at  the  U of  D has  been  61  — 11  — 1.  Hendrix,  record  of  42 — 13.  Reid,  a 190  pound  senior,  has  a record  of  12 
— 1,  a first  at  the  Dubuque  Tourney,  and  a total  record  of  60 — 11  — 1.  Furland,  a 158  pound  sophomore,  has  compiled 
a season’s  record  of  8 — 3 — 2 and  a first  at  the  MacMurray  Invitational.  Knutsen  a 167  pound  junior,  has  a record  of 
1 1 2,  a first  at  the  Dubuque  Tourney,  and  a three  year  record  of  45 — 8. 

Other  Spartan  Performers  are:  118  pound  Freshman  Steve  Burns  (74 — 1);  Paul  Denesha,  a 150  pound  junior  (10 — 
2);  Jim  Clark,  a 177  pound  freshman  (8 — 5),  and  Senior  Heavyweight  George  Fudwig  (3 — 10). 

The  Spartan  grapplers  should  make  a strong  showing  in  this  Iowa  Conference  Tournament.  They  will  be  wrestling 
against  tough  teams  as  Upper  Iowa  (ranked  third  in  the  National  Association  of  Intercollegiate  Athletics),  Futher,  and 
Wartburg.
